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Ten Years of Amateur Soccer 


In February 1965 F. Pine of the G.M.H. Soccer Club called for a meeting of all 
Industrial soccer teams, who, at that stage, were playing friendly games, to discuss 
the forming of a league so that competative matches could be arranged. The in- 
augural meeting was held on the 23rd of November at Mofflin Road Hall where 
officials of four clubs attended, The matter was discussed and unanimously ap- 
proved. A further meeting was called for on the 7th of March to contact known 
clubs that did not attend. 

On that date the Sunday Industrial Soccer League was formed. The Founder 
Members present were Diecastors, GMH (fielding two teams), Mayne Nickless, 
Mounted Rifles, Para Hills and Tramways. A Committee was elected consisting 
of F. Pine (President), R. Courtney (Secretary), H. J. Templin (Treasurer), and 
S. Sandelaar (Committeeman). EE, R. Barrett was elected as Publicity Officer. 
Three days before the kick-off of the inaugural season Munno Para Apac filled the 
vacant eight spot to make it an eight team competition with one hundred players 
taking part. 

Thinking of that season one wonders how we ever survived, as with no referees 
there continuous protests were lodged against results and teams fielding Federation 
players. Even on the Management problems arose with all members being also 
club officials and in May, F. Pine resigned and E. R. Barrett took the President’s 
position and P. Rossi was elected to the vacant spot on the Committee. 

After surviving the first season a very important change was made by adopting 
the new name of South Australian Amateur Soccer League to widen the scope of 
the League and branching into the Districts. This led to the eventual affiliation 
with the South Australian Soccer Federation, thte Senior body in the State. Reg- 
istration forms were introduced and the services of official referees were obtained. 
This certainly improved the standard of play. From the teams that entered the 
second season and are still competative or well organised are Adelaide Fijians (now 
Pooraka), West Salisbury (now Parafield Gardens), Madison Park and Elizabeth 
Vale. 

The number of teams participating increased to 12 with 160 registered players. 
In 1967 the Management Committee decided, in order to give an added incentive 
to players, to form a Representative Team and also the “Best and Fairest” trophy. 
sap ial of teams again increased, to 18 teams with player registrations going 
to 240. 

The following season saw a newly instituted division with eight teams, and the 
second division with nine, The need for a reserve division was confirmed when no 
less than ten of the seventeen member clubs fielded teams in that division. This 
was also the start of the Munno Para Apac era which dominated the Amateur 
League, until they joined the Federation in 1972. This was the second team to 
join the professional competition after Para Hills. Mr. E.R. Barrett, who left for 
interstate was honoured with Life Membership. The number of teams rose to 27 
accommodating 340 players, The Accident Fund, introduced two years previous- 
ly, showed a loss for the first time, and clubs had to be levied. 

1969 saw the 20% increase of the past season continue and the membership 
reached 36 teams and registered players 700. In the same year Messrs. H. J. Tem- 
plin (Secretary), and P. Rossi (Treasurer), received Life Membership for continuous 
service, But problems started to arise which even today have not been resolved — 
an acute shortage of referees and grounds. 

Munno Para Apac for the third time achieved the “Double”’, taking out the 
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Championship and the Challenge Cup in 1970, the previous times were in © 
and 1969. No mean achievement in any class of competition, The number of 
teams increased to 43, with 800 players. 

With Management Committee overworked with listening to cases of illegal 
players taking part in matches, a milestone was set with the introduction of player 
passes including photos, This has proved to be very successful with only one case 
reported in the following years. 1971 saw also the biggest increase in membership, 
reaching 56 clubs and fielding 1100 players. 

In the same year the League disbanded with the practise of electing a Secretary, 
who is now appointed by the Management Committee as part-time Secretary. 
This is to ensure some permanency in the position. 

One would have expected that a saturation would be reached and affiliations 
would fall, but that was proved wrong by another 7 teams being nominated and 
the number reaching 66 with 1400 players registered. With the workload increa- 
sing tremendously, the problems of the Management remained as in previous years 
—how to fill it? People become easily discouraged when their whole life becomes 
one big soccer ball. 

Messrs. R. Cox and J. Meuris were made Life Members of the League for their 
services on the Accident Fund and Disciplinary Committee respectively. Both 
represented the League as players and J. Meuris also served on the Management 
Committee as Treasurer. 

1973 will go down as another milestone in the history of the Amateur League 
by the introduction of the Junior Division. This will prove to be one of the big- 
gest steps in the League, as it is anticipated to be the fastest growing Division in 
the coming years. 

Last year 86 teams took part in Amateur Soccer competition, entertaining 
1700 players. 

Four years ago in the Annual Report of the Soccer Federation, the Secretary 
predicted that there will be 100 teams playing in the Amateur League. He was 
wrong. At the time of going to press there have been nominated 110 teams and 
approximately 2100 players should register.

As early as 1966 the League decided to form a representative team to play 
against other associations in the State. At that stage everything was done in a 
haphazard way, picking ex-lederation players and asking them to play. The 
early results were encouraging, beating the Upper Murray League and a draw 
against Polonia in the Barmera Carnival. This policy was carried on until Port 
Pirie dished out a thrashing to the tune of 5-1. A year later the Northern Area 
bettered this by 6—1. No training sessions were held and the age of the players 
was no help either. 

Worse was still to come as in the return game Whyalla went one better by 
beating the representative team by 6 goals to nil! 

This was all changed after a request by the West Australian Amateur League 
for an Interstate game in 1971. Knowing our weaknesses this was declined for 
the time being. It was decided to reduce the age of the players over a period of $5 
years and introduce regular training sessions and trial games with the view of enter- 
ing Interstate competition in 1975. 

This proved to be the right policy as the return visit to Whyalla with a team 
with an average age of 24 in 1972, resulted in an overwhelming win to the tune of 
4-0. This was the first time an Amateur representative team played like they 
wanted to win the World Cup. 

As the League was aware that they were on the right track, it was decided to 
change the name to the Amateur State Team. 

Last year agame against Mount Gambier Representative side resulted in an 11] — 
1 win and to finish off the season Frankston City from Victoria was beaten 4—2. 

Mention must also be made of Bobby Orr, who was honoured in 1971 for hav- 
ing captained the State side for 5 consecutive years. He started in the Amateur 
League in 1965 playing for the GMH and later for Munno Para Apac. In 1972 he 
followed Munno Para Apac into the third division of the federation, only to return, 
in 1973, to captain Elizabeth Vale. 

Next in line with three years services. to the League, having already been picked 
for this year are G. Butler (Elizabeth Vale), J. Braiotta (Western United), J. Coull 
(MU Findon), M. Segura (Adelaide Athletic) and J. Lovatt (Parafield Gardens). 

Encouraged by the performances over the last two years the Management has 
now started to negotiate with Interstate Associations for games in the 1975 
season, und two definate confirmations have already been received. 

This year too, a Junior (U8) League has been formed to play in curtain raisers 
to the Senior team and it is hoped that in the near future some of these players 
can be introduced to the Senior side. 

The Seniors Coach, Mr. P. Lambe, also has distinguished himself by having 
coached the team for § years, while Mr. A. Petruska, the Parafield Gardens Coach, 
was appointed as coach for the Amateur State Juniors.
